This is the substance of. a radical order 
which Russell Harding. third vice-president 
and general manager of the Missouri Pa- 
cific, promulgated more than a month ago, 
effective Jan. 1 

Throughout the great system, the out- 
come of this pronunciamento is awaited 
with much interest. Over in the Equitable 
building, where Mr. Harding’s sanctum and 
the other general offices are located, inter- 
est in the developments the order will cause 
has reached an acute stage. 

While the famlly relations of the officials 
and employes at most points of the sys- 
tem are not known, the connections of cer- 
tain subordinates in the general offices with 
department heads ere common property. 

What will happen to the subordinates 
New Year's Day? 

That is what the employes generally are 
asking. No one has the faintest idea that 
Mr. Harding will rescind his orcer, and, in 
di fact, it is known in some cases that ore 
parations are being made for changes in 
accordance with the order.

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_ SELLING RELIGIOUS LISERTY. 

When ex-Gov. William J. Stone went to Jefferson City to oppose 
the Hall medical bill he told a Post-Dispatch correspondent that 
he was there as “an advocate of religious liberty.“ 

Gov. Stone held a commission from a special interest to oppose 
the bill, and when he had tried in vain to defeat it and had 
been denounced on the floor of the Senate by legislators who 
previously had been friendly to him, as a lobbyist, he collected a 
handsome fee for his lobby work in behalf of religious liberty,”’ 

Have the people of Missouri ever honored public men 
who made religious liberty a commodity to be bartered in 
the market place, or sold their influence for or against it 
to the highest bidder? Will Missourians begin honoring 
a man of that stripe now by electing William J. Stone to 
the United States Senate?

Johns of the Post-Dispatch dis- 
cussed and explained the phases of de- 
velopment of the metropolitan newspaper, 
which give it increased value as a public 
educator and a factor in the advance of 
civilization.
